MAKING 00 SHOWING

Large Number of Big Producers
Brought in During the

Past Week.

WEATHER STOPS WORK

Fpeclal to the Indianapolis Journal.
COFFEY VILLE, Kan., Jan. 28,-- The glo-

rious weather of the past few months
In the Kansas oil fields was rudely broken
into this week by a sudden drop In the tem-
perature to the ero regions and by the ap-

pearance of blustery weather, accompanied
by high winds and snow. This has had tho
tendency to hold up active operations and
rig men and developers alike have been tak-
ing a holiday.

Possibly the principal topic in conversa-
tion has been the stupendous project pro-

posed by the Standard Oil Company, that of
building a pipe-lin- e from the Kansas field to
Whiting, Ind. The feasibility of the plan
has been d.scussed pro and con and many
and diverse are the opinions rendered. At
first blush the feat would seem impossible,
so many troubles and difficulties surround
even the preliminary work attendant upon
the laying of 700 miles of oil pipeline, at an
approximate cost of $4,000.000. The company
recently enlarged its refining plant at Neo-desh- a,

Kan., and the report was given out
that the company intended to make further
increases In the size of the plant. Hut the
fact that an appropriation has been made
by the company for the construction of the
Whiting line indicates that the refining
plants in the Western fields will be limited
to the requirements of home consumption
only, and that the greater part of the West-
ern product will be manufactured at Whit-
ing.

The sensation In the Kansas fields the
past week in the way of developments was a
big well struck at Cherryvale, eighteen miles
north of Coffeyville. The well is known as
the Farrington well and is claimed to be
one of the biggest in the "Western fields,
rivaling even some of the noted Boltongushers of the Independence field. The well
is situated three and a fourth miles south-
east of Cherryvale on the southeast cor-
ner of the quarter section known as the
Butler farm, now owned by J. C. Farrlng-to- n

and others. The well is now producing
oil faster than any well In the S'ate. The
region In the vicinity of this mammoth weh
resembles the territory about the famous
Beaumont country. For rods around the
big: hole in the ground the earth is covered
with greasy, black oil.
